It transpired therefrom 
thas the German Covernmont attempted to attribute the dalays to 
the economia situation, especially as regards the reducing of 
wilitary effectives, alleging that it.was impossible to disband the 
military more rapidly, beavse the men would thus swell the ranks 
of the unemployed. . a ‘ 
Tho tae of tha Conference (M. de la Croix) and Mr. Lloyd 
George insisted on the necessity of Germany fixing definite early 
“dates for the execution of her military ‘obligations and as regards 
‘naval and aerial matters if it is sincerely wished to ensure peace 
and inspire confidence. Mr. Lloyd George requested the German 
delegates to farnish these details at the next sitting. 
The German Chancellor (Herr Febrenbach) guétanteed the 
’ peacefalsentiments of the masa of the people and their freedom 


from any idea of revenge.

“SILK MASK JIM." 


CAPTURE AND DEATH OF A 
“MASTER BURGLAR” 
The career af Jimmy Harrigan, 
otherwise “Silk Mask Jim,” the 
master burglar of Chicago, was 
brought to an end recapitly in 


‘[dramatic circummtances. Hehad 


been arrested by the police, hot 
gotaway and kapt up a runaing 
fire with his pursvers until he fell 
dead with many bullets in his body. 

This enterprising burglar had 
applied’ to his trade the latest 


business avd scientific methods. }) 


His operations were carried ont 
on a gigantic scale, and he ranted 
a large warehouse for thestorage 
of his loot, which comprised any- 
thing from an electric welding 
machine weighing a ton to a 
woman's vanity case. He was 
the head of a burglar trust. In 
his office was found an elaborate 
card index of places in Chicago 
which seemad -tikely to' yield 
plentifal loot. He  employ- 
. stat of | 4 ex. 
petts, amass whom were several 
women, who acted as an in- 
talligence service. Though hia 
associates «ere numerous, he 
aware attended the big jobs bim- 
self. * 

For months the police had been 
trying to discover him, ‘Allthey 
contd learo was tHat ‘the ‘man 
who planned robberies amountiog 
to hundreds of thousands of 
pounds wore a blue ‘silk mask. 
When he was picked up dead the 
silk mask was found, and it was 
only then that the polica became 


aware of the identity of their 


captive. D 
Harrigan’s capture was largely 
‘due to accident. Constable Frank 
Weimar, 1 plain’ clothes mar. 
was passing throvgbh the . re- 
sidential district, whan he observ. 
ed a man emerge from a dark 
slit between two flat buildiogs. 
He-was suspicious, and question- 
ed the Stranger, who laughed 
good-naturedly, and exhibited the 
badge of a special police officer. 
He told Weimar in a fraternal | 
way that be was” looking 
for bis girl, whom he “had to 
meet on the quiet.” He even 
asked the constable to aid him in 
finding the right house. Weimar 
requested the stranger to ac- 
company him to the police station. 
There Harrigan repeared bis tale 
with the utmos: assurance. and 
had almost seonvinced the officer 
in command, when Weimar sug- 
geated the advisability of search- 
ing him. The suspect, who had 
bees unconcerned!y smoking & 
cigarette, made a motion to 
flick the ashes from it. He 
dropped the cigarette and drew a 
pitol and began firing. mean- 
while backing toward the docr of 
tha station. Halfa score of con- 
stables returned. the fire. but. 
Harrigao escaped into the street, 
where s running duel ensued. the 
polics firing in the dark at the 
flashes of the fogitive’s pistol. 
Three of the “constables were 
wounded, but other police took 
their places and fired st the spot,

j {and found Harrigan mortally | made off in s motor-cer with £900, 
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wounded. He died withont 
making any statement. . 

Some of his associates bave 
given information tothe suthoities 
with a certain-pride as to Harrig- 
an’s methods of operation. A 
tan had been frequently seen io 
a limousine with two beautiful 
women touring the, residential 
district. The identity of tha man 
had been a mystery to the police 
for months. The Himousina waa 
found to-day in a garage behind 
Harrigan’s) boarding. house. 
Harrigan’s books and card index 
show that he bad planned more 
than 700 robberies in sod about 
Chicago during the past'year- Ip 
asecret chamber of his warebouse 
were found 150 Oriental regs 
valued at £8,000 and a quantity af 
fors, jewelery, and silver. 

The capture lends interest to 
the exploit of anothér group of]. 
saven masked bandits recently, 
who entere? the First National 
Bank -at Sandy Spriogs, near 
Baltimore, Marland, shot.one of 
the. directors dead, locked the

THE ACTUAL SITAUTION, 


Now the gentral facts ofthe 
agiual situation in the Far East 
are these -— : 

(1) That sinca the abtisation 
ofthe Manchu dynasty thare bas 
bean no effective Government in 
Chinn; that the small group af 
nredatory politicians and officials, 
who -profeas to - represent the 
Republic shave, gay national 
authority ; thatthe provinces are 
mistaled and exploited by sami 
independent Governor, each in 
command of bis own nollisary 
foreea; thaf, in the absence of 
regular revenues from the prot 
vinces, Pa king contivucs to aver- 
bankroptcy by means of new for- 
eign loans ; and that, by niesnsof 
such loans, Japan has acquired 
a positiog of ascendancy over the 
Peking Government’ and thoa 
given cause for much internal 
dissension and strife. . 

(2) That theracan be no hope 
of pormanantly prea tving the in- 
tegrity and independence ofChina 


unleag immediate stepa..be takanj En: 


to establish and = maintain at 
Peking a central Government 
invested with authority sufficient 
toenable it to cellect adequata 
revenues from the provinces. 

(3) That this central Govern- 
ment cannot be establis‘ied by the 
Chinesa themselves without for- 
eign intervention. To make its 
establishment and ‘ continued 
existence possible, the provincial 
armies of tha Military Governors 
(Tv-Chons). must. be finally dis- 
banded and the Ta-Chuns tham- 
aglves replaced by Civil Governors 
directly responsible to Peking—a 
task obviously beyond the re 
sources of the Chinese under 
present conditions. 

4) That no such reaedial mea 
sured are practicable unléss and 
ontil the Powers concerned (and 
especially Japan) come toa de 
finite understanding and agree to 
purus scommon. policy of read- 
jostmentand reconstruction based 
upon a sincere ‘desire to re 
establish the ecanomie stability 
and political indepenglenca of
